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A supreme court has discretion to excuse compliance with the rules that it establishes but only in exceptional 
circumstances. 


A supreme court's supervisory authority includes the discretion for the court to excuse compliance with the rules it establishes 
in accordance with that authority. t Unexplained neglect by a party or its counsel will not automatically excuse noncompliance 


with orderly procedural requirements. 5 


A court will excuse an infraction of a court rule only in exceptional circumstances? that evince a willful disregard or 
disobedience of an obligation expressly stated in the rule. š Thus, an attorney cannot violate an unambiguous rule of court with 


impunity merely because the attorney relied upon the erroneous advice of a person in the clerk's office. 2 
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
